Miller ear- 
ned the club banner described below. It 
took five heavilj loaded sections to ac- 
commodate the party.

DESCRIPTION OF THE MOST COSTLY 


MAUSOLEUM IN AMERICA. 


How the Gromnls Surrounding the Yun- 


derhUt Tomb Have Been Laid Out—A 
Most Beautiful Place of Rest far the 
Dead—Guarded by Plnltertoii'B men.

HEW YOHK, July 1,6.—Thero are few names 


more familiar to the general public than that 


f Vanderbilt, the name of the richest family 
nthe Toricl; the owner of. the half million 
ollar pleasure yacht Alva, the Fifth avenue 
palace, with its throe million dollars'worth- 
if trca sures of art and luxury; the virtual 
jwnen: of the Central-Hudson, the oniy four 
rockftl rood in America. 
Not itho least notable and remarkable poe- 
ession of the Vanderbllts Is the mausoleum 
ately completed at New Dorp, Staten Island. 
"ha Island Is tbo old home, the native heath, 
Df tho family, and their name is a: familiar 
me in its bistory. It was at New Dorp that 
/he old commodore started his sou William 
f. as a farmer, way back in 1843., It was 
iere, to a little farm of seventy acres, that 
tho future "Colossus of Roads" brought his 
irilo when failing health compelled him to 
giro up a position in a banking house at the 
>rincely salary of $10 a week. 
Here 


!or more than twenty years he lived 
;ho simple life of a farmer, and it is 
as a farmer, and a good one, too, that 
10 is chiefly remembered on the island. From 
tho little station it is about half a mile to the 
old farm now owned by Qeorge Vanderbilt. 
This lies between the railroad und the shore, 
}ut going in the opposite direction up New 


lane, and then turning northward on 


iho main rood, you flnd yourself, after about 
a half mllo walk, at tbo entrance to the Mo- 
ravian cemetery. Just beyond the gate is 
;he church where Vanderbilt worshiped, and 
jeyond that is tho parsonage which was one 
of his gifts to the church. The road through 
;ho cemetory is tho approach to the mauso- 
oum, and is thoroughly macadamized and 
jut in order. Around tho church are many 
jraves, where various members of tho family 
wero buried, among them the old commodore 
and his wife, who have been removed to the 
mausoleum on the hill since its completion. 


As you pass on away from tho commo- 


dore's first simple tomb you suddenly come 
In full view of the new mausoleum, which 
bos been hidden until now by tho trees lining 
tho road. It crowns the summit of a hill, 
and, aa you first see it, looks like a huge 
mound of dirt, with a massive granite front, 
and two turrota, also of granite, rising above. 
Seen from below it is very impressive and 
massive rather than beautiful. But when 
the spectator roaches the summit he finds one 
of the most beautiful spots in America. The 
approach to tho tomb is by a rood about half 
a mllo long, winding among the trees and 
gradually rising for about 150 feet, when it 
ends in a broad esplanade 160 fact in width 
and 200 long, dirootly in front of the tomb. 
This is sodded and laid out in flowerbeds; 
around it is tt massive granite wall with 
smooth stone copings, open, however, for 
carriages to roach tho front of the mauso- 
leum. 


This is now complete, or at least the.out- 


sido of it is; tho interior decorations of 
statues, carvings and inscriptions are not yet 
in place, nor indeed are they likely to be for 
some years. It is finished in marble, and 
will have in time a number of carvings 
representing "Creation," "Ascension," "Cru- 
cifixion," and ilve pthor kindred subjects. 
The walls of tho tomb arc of Quiucy granite, 
eight feet thick; tho solid foundation reaches 
fifteen feet below the bottom of the cata- 
combs, that is beneath tho floor of tho tomb 
proper. It is about 35 foot high and 50 feet 
wide on tho outside. It is nearly 100 feet 
deep and Is divided into two compartments. 
The outer one is merely a vestibule extending 
clear across the front, with niches for statues 
and slabs for inscriptions. Within tills in 
the tomb proper, a sort of chapel or long 
uislo, with a massive carved altar backed by 
heavy rorodos for tho burial servico at the 
farther end. On each sido of this aisle are 
four sots o£ vaults, each holding nine bodies; 
catacombs beneath tho floor bring tbo ca- 
pacity of tho vault up to 127 bodies. Tho 
chapel is lighted from overhead by two tur- 
rets rising ton feet above tho two foot of 
earth which covers tho tomb. They admit 
the light through large windows of tho finest 
plate glass two inches thick, which aro pro- 
tected by heavy bronze gratings let into the 
solid masonry of the turret. Through these 
one can look down on to the marble floor of 
the chapel twcnty-fivo feet bolow. 


Tho design of tho front is Gothic. An im- 


mense arched doorway, flanked on cither 
sido by smaller similar doors, gives admis- 
sion to tho tomb. It is closed by heavy 
double gates of bronzo, mado of bora nearly 
an inch in diameter, placed aboutfour inchca 
apart, with two heavy crossbars uniting 
them. Over those as the solid part of the 
gates Is placed a very graceful arabesque of 
Moorish design, also in bronze, giving the 
gates a very ornamental appearance and 
doing away with the idea of rhoro strength 
and solidity. A largo combination, lock, the 
secret of which is entrusted to but one per- 
son, holds tho gates in place. Each of tbo 
smaller doorways is closed by n similar gate. 
Just wluhin tho main entrance Is a large iron 
screen, to prevent visitors from looking into 
tho interior of the tomb. Opposite each of 
tho sido doors is a funeral urn, of morblo; 
on onp is Inscribed, "I know that my Re- 
deemer livoth," and on tho other, "In the 
flesh shall I sco my Redeemer.M 


Tho mausoleum as it is now represents on 


outlay of over a quarter of a million dollars. 
It is built into the crown of a bill—tho high- 
est joint in a plot of twenty-five acres, which 
Is being converted into a very beautiful park 
uudur tho personal dlrectiorj of Frederick 
Law Ulrustoocl, the designer of Central park. 
All the woods which concealed tho front oi 
tho tomb aro cleared away, and the workmen 
aro now engaged in cutting, filling and grad- 
ing and otherwise completing the approach 
tn and surroundings of the tomb. A forco 
of landscape gardeners are also at work, anc 
tho result -will the conversion of tho twenty- 
flvo acres o£ hill and dole, woodland and 
meadow, into tho finest park In America, ai 
an expense of over half a million dollars. 


Profiting by tho unfortunate experience of 


A. T. Stewart's family, tho Vandorbilts have 
taken every precaution to guard againsi 
their dead being interfered with in any way. 
Besides placing them lu so strong a tomb, 
tho combination to whose lock is known only 
to a member of tho family, they long kept 
half a dozen of Pinkertou's meu on constant 
duty at the tomb. One of tho ghards watchec 


• during the day; tho other live took turns 
during tho night. They carried a time clock 
fitted'f or twelve keys, and every fli'teon min- 
utes during tho night tho guard visited dif- 
ferent points about the mausoleum, inserted 
tho little key fastened at each place aud gave 
it tho turn which registered the csact time ol 
his visit. Twice a day tfco little slips o! 
paper wcro taken out of tho clocka and for- 
warded to t!io New York office. 


Tho view from in front of tho tomb is one 


of tho finest in the world. It faces tho 
and looks out across tho Narrows aud to thi 
ocean. 
Through the Narrows, scorning al 


most at your feet, streams an endless pro- 
cession of vessels of all kinds, from the coast 
ing sloops to the great ocean steamers 
Directly from in. front of you stretch ta 
green lawns of tho cemetery, with the white 
tombstones glistening in tho sun, and beyond 
that aro tho waters of the bay, dotted by the 
white wings of tho ships, and fretted am 
crossed by tho curling smoko from the 
steamers. In the distance you etui just make 
out the buildings massed about the Battery 
Over all this moving panorama of sea an< 
Bky, o£ land and air, comes the strong, fresh 
wind of tho ocean, filling your lungs witl 
health and your soul with gladness ot ever 
breath. One could not ask a fairer spot t< 
Ho in death than this wind swept summit 
looking oat on the one band to'the Wo am 
turmoil, the smoke and grime of tho harbor 
and on the other to the iree, unknown, tm 
solved ocean. Surely a royal resting place- 
have the Vanderbilts chosen for their dead.
